HISTORY OF HASKELl. INDIAN JUNIOR COLLEGE 



Haskell Indijan Junior .Coll ene is an educational institution for 
American Indians. Since its beqtnninq in 1884 it has been a leader in* 
Indian education and is amona the oldest qoyernment-supported schools 

in the United States. * . 

■ ■ * , •«♦*...■ . ■ 

Wherever in the United States you find Indian people^ you will find 
those who know, Haskell. HaskelVs reputation extends beyond the 
Indian community into the non-Indian society knowledqeable about 
Indian education. Among our alumni we have had a CommissioneV of 
Indian Affairs, Area Directors,- teachers for other In^dian schools 
and many others outstandinq in their field. : 

When Haskell opened in 18JB4 its official name was the United States 
Indian Industrial Training School and the curricuJum centered around 
the manual labor of agriculture in arades 1 - 5. By 1894 Haskfell was 
a training teachers in a Normal Department. One year later a 
Commercial Department was created offering business training.; In 
1890 this school^s official name was changed to Haskell Institute, 
after the Kansas Congressman responsible for locating the school in 
Kansas^ " This name remained the official name until it was changecj 
in 1970./ : ^

By 1899 the Aqriculture curriculum had 'expanded into a vartety of 
specialized areas such as fruit culture and dairying. A Trades. 
Department was added. In 1901 a uniform course, of study wa§, intro- 
duced by the Bureau of Indian Af1;ai'rs. - . . | f ? ^ 

Throuah the 1920's Haskell was a football power in the midwest, playing 
such schools as Loyola and Boston College. In 1926 Haskell scored 
558 points to their opponents' 70 points. The 1926 football scores y 
are listed below with HaslcelTs score first:

One player, fullback Mayes McLain, scored 254 points in the 1926 
football season'. This was, the largest number of points ever regis- 
tered by any American College football player. 



By 1927 th4> secondary curriculum had been accredited by the State of 
Kansas, and Haskell wasv ofTiering post-high school courses iji a variety 
of areas. - By 1935 Haskelt fligh School' graduates Wjbre being actively 
recruited to remaia and take up a post-high voc2tHonal study. Our ' ' 
graduates were very successful in the colleges across the land. For 
example, Haskell graduate Oames Gibson attended Southeastern 'State 
College at Durant, Oklahoma and wa& listed in Who'sAuho of American - 
College Students; Billy Mills attended Kansas University and went on 
to Olympic famef; and ClauV Sumner, another Kansas Untyersity graduate . 
returned to the Haskell campus in 1971 as pifobably the/youngest Commence- 
ment speaker in the history of Haskell . \ 

By 1966' the school was investigating the higher education needs of Indian 
young people and the possibility of junior college accreditation. Final - 
State accreditation w^s formally received in 1970. We are now offering ' 
a comprehensive junior college progi^am. Students have a choice of over 
20 vocational-technical courses, plus a' wide range of choice in the two- 
year general education curriculum leading to an Associate of ArtsvJegree.

Being Col 1 eqe Students . / \ 

College is very different from. high school. You will find that more is. 
required of you in your classes, and that you, will have to exerrt mote v 
.responsibility and initiative in brder to ineet course jaajquirements. For 
example. If you -are a GE student, you will find that you are in class orv 
laboratory less than twenty hours a week. But you will receive substantial 
amxjunts qf homework that you wlTl be expected to complete durinf^ithe day ^ 
when you are not in class and in the'evening^ - 

You will^ also find that regular class attejidahce is a necessity if you 
'are 1:a succeed academically. 

Students at >laskeli Indian Junipr^llege^i^^ to maintain 

regular and punctual attendance ^ all classes and activities in which 
they enroll. Failure to do so may indicate lack of serious purpose and 
l^ad to school dismissal. There is no such thing as a permissible number 
of cuts or an off iciaTly recognized number; of excuses. 

Each instructor determinies when a student^S absences or tardiness have 
reached the point where he or she is no longer meeting the minimum 
requirements set by the college. It is the responsibility ^f the individual 
.instructor or his division to determine when a student has accumulated 
an-excessive number of absences. In cases of unavoidable absence, the 
student is repponsible for n/'cfcifying instructors and ma^^k^^ the necessary 
arrangements to do makeup work at the discretion of the instructor. 
Instructors may take a student's attendance record into accoynt in

Credit and Grading Systeifi. The academic year at' Haskell is divided into 
two semesters of ibout eighteen week's each and a summer session of six < 
or eight weeks. Studients take 16 or 18 credits (also called credit hcwrs / 
or hours) each semester, with a minimuin of 12 for regular students; To 
graduate with a. two-year degree you -need 60 or 64 credits, which takes 
four semesters if ^^0^^ don't go to sumner school. y * 

In addition to needing 64 credits you also need 128 grade points to • ^ 
.graduate. Tlile .number of grade points yoO. receive tor each course depends, 
on your grade /iri the course. ;With an A, yop get four grade points peir 
credit, with a B yoif get thrge grade points per credit, with a C two, 
with a D one/ and with arj F ho grade .points per credit. So if you- are 
taking; athree-credit course and you get an A in that course, you also / 
receive. l2 grade points (four grade points times three credits). Obviously, 
to receive /your 128 grade points by the end of four semesters ycxu'will 
heed to average two grade points per credit, or a C aversfge.

Grade reports are sent to the advisor at the end of five weeks and again 
at the end of nine weeks, (midsemester) . These are unofficial , but will 
be useful to you, your teachers and your advisor in evaluating your 
progress and locating your academic strengths and weaknesses. Official 
grade reports will be sent out at the end of each semester to your 
parents, your .advisor and your field agency. (You may request the School 
Office to send a copy of your grades directly toV.o"* If yo" wish). These 
grades become part of your permanent academtc record. 

Academic Procedures . 

It is Important to understand the academi c procedures of the col 1 6ge ^ 
in order that you can maintain your position as a student in-good-standing, 
and that you may know what options are open to you In terws of with- 
drawing, transferring, etc. If some of the procedures below are confusing 
to you* .'there are many people around who can. help you out, e.g., your 
advisor, tochers and the School Office staff (Sequoyah Hall). , - 

Re gistration . At registration, you will meet with your advisor, select 
yoGr courses, and accomplish a few. other routine matters (e.g.-, receive 
you»Ha|ke11 I. D. Card). 

Rsffi stratidn Changes . You will have upHto two weeks to change courses. ' 
, If you want to change courses , see -your advisor first. He and your 
' Dean must approve the change, and you will thfen* complete the prtftedure 

at the School Office. ' ' , 
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Late Registration . I» is extremely important that Vou arrive on campus 
In time to go through .the regular enrollment. Othej^ise, the course 
that you want to take probably wilV be full and you will start off tHe 
semester behind the other students (you 'villi be held vesponsible for 
any wrk you have missed). If for some reason you do arrive late, go 
Immediately -to the School Office *to enroll. 

Special Student. Any student desiring Haskell enrollment in some capacity 
other than a full-time resident will be classified as a "Special Student." ' 
Before a special student can become eligible for a.degreie, diploina, or " 
certificate from Haskell, he must meet our requirements of Jiigh school 
completion or equivalency, and residency. " i"

Credit by Examination . If you feel you have enough knowledge in the 
area of a given course to pass an examination, or examinations, on the 
content of that course without enroll inc^'in it beforehsjn^j, you may 
"challenge" the course. This simply means that you petition the Dean 
and the head of the depa»:tment in which the course is listed, and if 
your petition is accepted you' can take the eximinations. If you pass, • 
you will receive the credit for the course. Up tc ten credits ms^y be 
challenged in this manner. 

Repeating a Course . If you receive a failing grade In a required course, ' 
normally you will be expected to re- take it, unless an equivalent jsubstitute 
course can be agreed upon by you, your advisor, and your Dean. If you 
wish to repeat a course in which you received a 0. obtain the approval 
of your advisor, and Dean. If a course is repeated, the last grade obtained ' 
'will be the one recorded on your transcript. 

Withdrawal s i, It is very important that you go through off ici til withdrawal 
procedures if you withdraw before the end of a sdnesteK Otherwise you 
may receive all F*s for- the courses you are taking at the time. You will 
need to see a number of different staff members before withdrawal - is 
complete. Stijrt at the School Office. 

Grading Options at Withdrawal. W (withdrawn with no penalty)* and F Icouirse 
^failure) are the only marks used when a student withdraws from school. 
Through the fifth week of a. semester, a W is automatic if ' the student 
initiates the withdrawal . From the sixth through. the twelfth week, the 
Instructor has the option of giving either a W or an F when the student 
requests withdrawal. After the twelfth week, in F is automatic even 
when the student initiates withdrawal, unless special consideration 
from the Instructional Dean is granted. If the instructor Initiates the 
drop at any time, say for poor attendance, the grade is F. ' 

In-Good-Standing. In order to remain academical Iv in-good-standing, you 
must meet the following gpa (grade point average) requirenients .

Academic Probation . .Academic probation is automatic wherf" students fail 
to meet the above minimum standards.' That mean? receiving grades- bel-ow 
"the required levels or failing to complete 12 hours. If you fall 'below 
12 semester hours an exception can be made upon the refcomwendatip'n of 
your Dean.' (SpeciaT or non-resident students may take less- than 12 hours 
without penalty. Only a very few students are. ill. thes'e c^agories). " 

If you transfer to anothUr college while on 'academic probation or academic 
suspension ;(see below)' at Haskell, you wi?1 probably .b^ on academic 
probation there for the fjrst semester. If you transfer to Haskell from 
another college where' you were on academic probatioTj or* suspension; you, • 
will be on academic probation during your first semester here. . 

Academic Suspensior^. Two consecutive semesters on academic probation 
automatically bring academic suspension. This means you will not be . 
allowed to return to Haskell for the following semester (although you 
may re^apply after waiting out a semester). If your class falls below 
12 hours, your Dean will make a recomwfendation as to whether you should 
be suspended or not. If suspension is recommended and you do not agree 
with that decision, yoii may appeal it to the Comiftlttee on Admissions and 
Retentions for a heaving. At the hearing you will be entitled to have 
a counselor or instructor with you, or anyone else who could lend support. 
If you disagree with that committee *s <iecisidn, you may appeal to the 
President of the college. 

Transferring . Most four-year institutions prefer that students complete 
the Associate Degree requirements before transferring, and that students 
desiring to transfer have at least a C average {2.00 gpa). Entrance 
requirements v^ry widely at four-year colleges and universities, and 
e&ch Institution exercises the option of a'ccepting trarjsfer credits for 
advanced standing or not. 

Ypu are strongly urged to consult the catalogues of the senior colleges 
that interest you early in your stay at Haskell. Catalogues and addresses 
of schools are in the Counseling Center (East Wing of Minoka Ha11)j help 
is available there or from your advisor. Normally, you would begin making 
application to transfer during your third semester at Haskell, and you 
would have transcripts sent to the colleges where you are applying at the 
end of the third semester here. (Make requests at the School Office 
for^ranscrlpts to be ser)t).

Any former student wishing to return to 
Haskell should file a new application , if he has been gone from Haskell . 
longer than one year; or he should'wrlte a letter requesting readmission " 
to the Director of Admissions and Records at Haskell stating his educational, 
plans if he has been. gone less than one year. The student's application 
or letter will be evaluated by the- Adml sis Ions and Retentions Conwittee; . 
readmission is not automatic; * ' " 

Any. student suspended from Haskell for academic or social reasons rtust 
remain in non-attendance for at least o;ie sanester. • Then he mUst write ' 
a letter (see above) which will be evaluated by the Committee on Admissions 
and Retentions. Notice of the committee's declsidn-wlll be mailed to 
the student's home address. ^ (If a student enrolls in another school • ' 
during his period of suspension from this school , he w^l 11 be expected to 
achieve at Tjeast^ C average at the other school). 

Acceptance- o4 Credit from other Colleges. If you have attended another 
college or university before applying to Haskell , you will be expected 
to forward o'fflclal transcripts of credits earned at that institution 
to the Haskell Office of Admissions and Records. To be accepted In an 
academic program at Haskell, course work completed at another college 
must be a^C or higher for required courses, and a D or higher for electives. 
Students on academic probation from other institutions will enter Haskell 
on academic probation. Students suspended from other schools must stay 
ou* at least one semester before becoming eligible for Haskell enrollment. 



HASKELL LIBRARYi 



The specialized library at Haskell, Tpcated in the north winq of 
Sequoyah, was first opened in March 1962. It is attraet.ive, comfortable 
and tastefully equipped* Here, in an atmosphere suitable for research,, 
study and leisure readinq, students take part in one of the most 
widely-used facets of the ^school proqram. Not only do instructors in- 
volve the students in assignments which require the use of the library 
materials in speciflct Subject fields, the stQdents find materials which 
contribute to their own personal qrowth and development, .' 

There are approximately 16,000 volumes housed in the library, repre- 
senting collections of trade-technical materials^ educational materials, 
science, applied sciences, fiction, 'history and travel, and the humanities 
Haskell's Indian collection of 2500 volumes is a popular corner oflthe 
library. * ' . \ 

THE BUREAU^OE AMERICAN ETHNOLOGY'S annual reports and bulletins are\ 
widely used for research by students doinq reports /6n specific tribes, 
and readinq the forty-four hometown newspapers from fifteen states and 
the Indian school papers and tribal aqency pubTipaitions is a popular 
pastime for many students. The 207 different magsjzine subscriptions 
represent ,popul ar and technical fields, as well asj^ecific Indian 
publications. * ' ' v 

The emphasis- placed on library service at Haskell is evidenced by the 
followinq recent acquisitions: two new microfilm readers, 1221 rolls of 
microfilm, 2654 books, and 725 bound volumes of periodicals.. 

The library's hours of service, are from 8:00 a.m. until 9:30 p.m. each 
week clay, and from 1:00 to 5:00 p.m. on Sunday. The .telephone extens-i on 
number is 38. *

Housing -iPor marHed students is not available on the campus. Students 
must be married and/or. 23 years of age or have special permission from 
the Dean of Students in order to' live off campus. Students needing 
off campus housing' should contact the Financial Aids Office. The 
initial cost of moving into an apartment runs anywhere from $200. to 
$220; this amount includes the first month's rent, damage deposit, 
and utility deposits: We urge those students who are planning to 
live, off .campus to have enough money to cover the first month's rent, 
deposits, food and transportation becausg, the higher education grants, 
employment assistance checks, and veteran's assistance are. npt always 
available when the students arrive. / 

Haskell provides bus service in the mornings and evenings for students 
who live in the area of the Redbud Lane apartment complexes. You can 
also make arrangements for transportation with other students living 
near you who own their own automobiles. There are shopping centers 
hear most of the apartment complexes, . 

The PHS School Health Center, Staffed with a physician, dentists, 
nurses, and administrative personnel , cares for the health of all , 
students and their dependents, you need glasses or hearirw 
devices to participate as a. 'student, you should complete your needs 
before coming to Haskell; /For. further information see section on 
Health Services. Illnesses are given prompt and professional 
attention. If needed, the services of other physicians and facilities 
in Lawrence, Topeka, .and Kansas City are abail able. 

Much effort has been put /into trying ta develop a Day Caice Center at 
Haskell. A place, called the Little Indian Center, has been remodeled 
and many students, staff, and Haskell friends, have helped get it * 
started. There is a paid staff caring for the children and i t seems 
to" work out very well for the'^students who have children .of n a small 
age. However, the funding for the Day Care. Center is on a yearly 
basis and we do not know from ye^r to yea^ tf the funds wtlj be 
available for operation. If you have children and are constdertngi" 
these services, you should check inmediately upon your arrival on 
the campus. , .

Federal law, Kansas statues, and Lawrence city ordinances prohibit 
discrimination based on race, religion, color, or -natic^nal origifi iq 
the sale or rental housing. The vast majority of apartfioents in t^ie 
Lawrente area are covered by these laws, Haskell students should '^iave 
no problems renting apartments anywhere in town in accordance with '-your 
financial statu?. ..If problejns do arise^ SEEK LEGAL ASSISTANCE. \V 

Before renting a place, however, you should know ^pme things for yourX 
own safety and comfort. This checklist 'is based on some importar^t 
points of the Lawrence Housing Code. Be sure you ask the landlord about 
each of these points as well as any^other questions you might have, 
before you rent.^ ' Vr .

1. How long is the rental period?. 

2. How much rent will you pay? When? To whom? ^ 

3. What notice must .you give^ to move out? .

average cost of heat and water in a ^wo bedroom apaftment

* {. conditioning .makes the bill.. run higher. 

Condition of .the Building. ^ 

9*. Does the building need painting? Is the yard clean? Is the yard 
work left up to you or does the landlord take care of it?

Answering these questions will not only help you choose a good ajpartment 
but will also give you a clue as to the type of landlord you might ex- 
pect, if the- bulldog Is a mess on the outside, don't expect repairs 
dn» the inside to be made when you need them. 



Check the /tnside of the apartment for cracks, water stains, fal-^ing 
plaster. ^If these are minor and don't bother you, bring them to the 
attention of- the lahdlord anyway so that you will not be blamed for 
^iny damage when you move out. IF SOMETHING BREAKS OR GOES WRONG AFTER 
YOU move' in, notify THE LANDLORD IMMEDIATELY.' There are special rules 
for basement apartments'. If you are thinking about renting a basement, 
SEEK LEGAL ASSISTANCE. • . . 

Heating. ' ' 

10. Is the apartment adequately heated? Check the number of vents, 

. especially »in the bedroom and bath. 

11. Is it gas or electric heat and who pays the bill js on it? 

12. Can you control the temperature? 

13. Who pays the service bills if anything ^es wrong? 

Open face gas heaters without vents are illegal. They can cause fires 
and if the pilot light goes out, the leaking gas is deadly.

14. Check the water pressure. If the building Is old, turn on several 

faucets* to see if the pressure is strong and if there is 
plenty of hot water, especially in the bath. • 

15. Are the shower, bathtub, and sinks, in good condition?

Once you find an apartment, you must still be familiar with your rights 
and responsibilities, but it may help you realize some of the problems 
involved.' • i .

Leases. ' ' 

Usually, it is better for you to sign a lease. Once you sign a lease, 
the landlord cannot threaten to throw you out at the end of each month. 
However, if you don't plan to stay for the entire lease period, DON'T 
SIGN A J.EASE. „ IF YOU DO, YOU MAY HAVE TO PAY THE ENTIRE AMOUNT 'OF THE - 
RENT. But, whatever you do, don't sign anything and don't make any 
A-al agreements with the landlord unless -you are sure, of all the legal 
results. If you are not sure, SEEK LEGAL ASSISTANCE. 

Termination. * , 

. Your landlord may legally cancel your lease for seyeral reasons. These 
include: ' ;

1,. Failure to pay your rent on the agreed date. 

2. Waste, (A legal term meaning daimage to ,the" apartmenf^ 
„ more than normal wear and tear.) 

3. If you lease your apartment to someone else without 
permission. 

4. Maintaining a nuisance. (A legal term meaning anything 
from not keeping the apartment clean-"-to playing your 
record player too loud.) 

Notice. . ' 

If you want to move out, you must give the landlord written notice. 
Usually you must^^telliihe landlord 30 days before you move, but this 
depends on whether yovrhdive. a lease and what it says. Also, the law 
requires the landlord to give you notice before he can make you move; 
no matter what his reasons. So, before you leave, or he tries to force - 
you to move out, there must be some notice given. If you're not sure 
how much, SEEK LEGAL ASSISTANCE. • ' 




Repairs, _ 

Some tenants think that if^the landlord does not make an emergency 
repair like fixing a clogged sink - the tenant may call a repairman 
himself. Then the tenant bel-ieves he can subtract the' amount of the 
repair bill from his rent. This is not the law in Kansas. 'The tenant 
must still pay all of his rent. 



These are only a very few of the legal problems that may^ come, up in

The Little indian Center is a nonrprofit day care center located on the 
Haskell Campiis. It serves primariTy the student families, taking in .order 
of priority, children. Vfhose,parent(s) are students, children of one student 
and one working parefli (especially if the student is the mother) children 
of Haskell Staff and other Indian and Non-Indian childrgja from the community, 

■ » ' ' ' 

Funding for the Day Care Center is on a yearly basis and we do not know from 
year to year if the funds will be available for operation. If you haS/e child 
ren'and are considering these services, be sure to writ? to the center prior 
to your arrival on the campus or check immediately upoij your arrival, to see 
if the center -is going to be in operation. REMEMBER Thtsjis a service which 
is not available each year so be sure to -checTahead.of time . 

There are no Haskell funds devoted directly to providing the service which 
is sponsored by the Indian Center of Lawrence, Inc. It is necessary for 
students to be able to pay for their child's care. One way is to Include 
an appropriate amount in your grant request. The rate used by the Kansas 
Department of Social Wielfare is $5.00 per day, as .of January 1973. This 
amount will not cbmpletely cover the cost which is estimated at $8.00 per 
day. If you plan to use this service, it Is very Important that you make 
the request for child care on your grant so that the funds will be avail- 
able when school opens. To calculate the amount you need for child care, 
multiply the number of days in each semester you will be in school times ' 
the $5.00 per day per child. Include registration days and examination 
days. TMs amount is to be deposited for payment on your behalf -to the 
Little 'Indian Center. 

The Little Indian Center Is a regular attendance center, not a drop-In 
center. Children must be enrolled and have health examinations before 
attending. However^ emergency care can be* provided If the situation 
warirants. Forms for enrolllngf a child will be available at registration 
or will be mailed to you at your request. As the enrollment Is limited 
to 18 Infants, 7 toddlers and 10 pre-schoolers, It Ife wise to apply early.

■ , FIN'ANCIAL AID PROGRAM ^ ' 

The primary purpose of the financial aid program at Haskell Indian Junior 
College is to provide financial assistance and advice to students who 
would be unable to pursue their education at the college without such 
help. In addition to budgetary advice and counsel , fiiiancial assistance 
consists of scholarships, grants, loans, and employment offered singly 
or in various combinations to meet the difference between the/student's 
resources and the cost of attending the college.

Xhe following information will introduce you to the various types of 
financial assistance available on the Haskell Campus as well as to the 
procedure for making application for assistance. We invite you tq make

BUREAU OF INDIAN AFFAIRS HIGHER/^DUCATION GRANT . "

You are eligible t)) receive a higher education grant if you are pursuing* 
a degree program at Haskell. 

Although an application for a grant can be initiated at the school, the 
agency or the area office having service responsibility, for .the applicant's 
tribal group is responsible for the review and processing of higher 'education 
requests. A student interested in consideration for an initial BIA 
scholarship^ grant should either make. personal contact, complete an 
appropriate application form or direct a letter to the proper agency or 
area office having record of Rtsr tribal membership. Such a letter should 
contain the applicant's full name, parents' name, address, tribal name 
and address, name and address of college, high school ahd/or college 
transcript, and educational objective. This procedure may be completed 
prior to making application for college acceptance, but the student must 
be accepted by or enrolled in the college before the scholarship grant ^ 
is awarded. * 

The Financial Aids Office should be contacted for fen official need evaluation 
at the earliest possible date. The student should request that a copy 
of the heed evaluation be forwarded to his agency or area office. This 
need evaluation will likely define the college's financial commitment and 
the amoqnt of-^ unmet need. The Bureau scholarship representative will 
base the amount of the BIA grant award on the college's evaluation, 
particularly on the unmet financial need. A letter of notification of the ' 
Bureau's decision will be forwarded to the appl-icant. 



students receiving. grant assistance must maintain acceptable academic 
standing and social co.nduct within the policies and rules of the college. 
Renewal applications f'-or the following year's assistance must be in the 
form of a written request to be submitted SI ong with a, current financial 
need evaluation prior to April 1 . *

The vast majority of the American Indian student' papulation assisted 
under the grant aid program are at the undergraduate level . Graduate 
and/or married students are eligible for consideration and assistance 
also. The coll ege or uni vers i ty of f i cfal need evaluation must reflect 
subsistence allowances for immediate family members. Application for 
grant assistance from Indian veterans will be accepted and consideration 
made for funding supplementary to the Veteran's Administration allowance, 
provided the need evaluation reflects unmet financial need. Summer and 
part-time students may .be considered for assistance, provided application 
is made v/ell in advance of enrollment and accompanied by an official 
. need evaluation. ' * . .• 

Eligibtllty for scholarship, granli^ssistance is dependent upon certain 
established criteria; recipients lust .possess one-fourth degree American 
Indian, 'Eskimo, or Aleut blood, and have membership in . a tribal group 
served by the Bureau of Indian Aff&irS. Financial need and scholastic 
ability are. factors of consideration. 



EMPLOYMENT ASSISTANCE . . 

The Bureau has designed the ertpl oyment assistance projgram at Haskell 
mainly to assist married vocational students who' plan to take their 
families, to live with them while they are in training. . , 

Vocational students are eligible to participate in the Bureau's Employment 
Assistance Program under Public Law 959. Under this program eligible _ 
students can receive housing and subsistence for off-campus living, both 
. for single and married units. Application for benefits under PL 959 
should be made through the Employment Assistance Branch of your agency 
before reporting to Haskell.

COLLEGE WORK STUDY - STUDENT EMPLOYMENT . , • 

Employment at Haskell comes under the College Work Study Program which is 
financed by Federal funds from HEW. A student's financial. needs can only be 
established by their filing with the college a Financial Needs Analysis 
Statement. A student must then make application for. this amount of money 
and can then work at an hourly wage 

until he or she -has earned the amount allotted as determined by their need. 
A student should carefully study the Expense Estimate Sheet in deterrnining 
his financial rteecl. . 

It IS important that a student. file a Financial Needs Analysis Statement 
while at Haskell if he seeks further educatibnal opportunities beyond Haskell 
A Financial Needs Analysis Statement€ransfers with a student to other 
colleges. The accepting college then may pick up the Haskell student with 
at least the same amount of subsistence. If the student does not file a 
statement at Haskell then the other college does not have to consider him or 
if they do it is at the beginning level of assistance.

HEALTH SERVICES 



The PHS School Health Center, staffed with a physician, dentists, nurses, 
and administrative personnel, cares for the health of all students and 
their dependents. Illnesses ai^e given prompt and. professional attention. 
If needed, the services of other physicians and facilities in Lawrence, 
Topeka and Kansas City are available. 

Complete physical examinations-, medical histories and immunization records 
are required of all students when entering school ; Additional physical 
examinations are given to athletes in inter-Scholastic sports, students" 
seelJIng employment and when medically Indicated. 

Necessary Immunizations are- given and kept up to date against such diseases 
as diphtheria, tetanus, polio, whooping cough, measles, mumps, rubella^ and 
influenza. Besides checking vision and hearing', diagnostic testing for 
tuberculosis IS performed. X-rays are taken as needed. 

The Health Center, in cooperation with other departments, promotes a general 
health orogram on the campus; Student committees are active, health material 
is included in classroom instruction. Special meetings and convocations are 
called to acquaint students with pertinent health information. 

"Students who graduate or drop but of school are no longer eligible for 
health care at the HaskielT Indian Junior College Health Center or to bill 
their health expenses to the Health Center." ■

If an off -campus student or dependent is seen in the

DENTAL PROGRAM 



The Haskell Health Center provides comprehensive dental care to all - 

students who request that care. For most students your years a V Haskell 

will be your last opportunity to get comprehensive Indian Health 

Services care.- Most adult Irtdians receive only emergency Dental , r 

services once they have left schooj. We'd like you all to leave Haskell 

not only with an education but also with a healthy, functional mouth, 

that you'll be able to keep in good health with minimal personal 

expense as the years roll by. We have provided interested students 

with fixed bridges to replace missing front teeth and even removable 

partial dentures where too few teeth were left for chewing. Most 

people in your age group have the beginning of gum dtsease, i.e., 

bleeding gums which if left untreated will slowly cause the loss of 

teeth. We can treat this and show you how to prevent it when it is 

just beginning. Suppose your front teeth are sore or have dark holes 

in them. We can do root canal work in most instances' and save those 

teeth rather than pulling them.

Perhaps you just fractured a front tooth - let us know right away, .

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STUDENT RIGHTS 



The office of the Dean of Students Services shall have primary 
responsibility for implementinq a system of student discipline 
designed to protect and insure the constitutional riqhts of all 
jstudents. 

Offenses which may be termed flaqrant, Unacceptable or destructive ^ 
and a clear violation of requlations will he referred to the office 
of Student Services for investigation and determination of appropriate 
action* 

In all cases whicfi may result 'in the suspension or expulsion of a 
student from the college, the Student Court shall have primary 
authority. 

The Dean of Students or his designate will review with the student the 
■nature of the alleged offense and supporting evidence and may recom- 
mend disciplinary action if such appear to be warranted. 

The student has a right to a full and fair hearing before the Student 
Court. This hearing^ will be held for- the purposes of determining the 
student's guilt or fnnocence of the alleged offense, and upon a find- 
ing of guilt, determining the appropriate disciplinary action. 

No. student will be required to exercise his right to a hearing, but 
he must affirmatively waive this right before it is lost to him. 

The student can enter a plea of guilty and thereby admit that he 
committed the- offence that he is charged with. . 

A guilty plea will pot preclude the student from coming forward with 
a reason for his misconduct and presenting eviden^^ in mitigation of 
that conduct. . 

A student may, on a guilty plea, choose to be disciplined by either 
the Student Court or the Dean of Students. The student may choose 
not to be present at his disqiplinary proceeding without prejudice. 

A hearing can not be held without the student being present unless 
(X) he has been notified of the charges against him and (2} he has 
been given adequate time to prepare a defense; and (3) he has been 
notified of the date and time of the hearing and (4) he has affirma-. 
tively waived his right to the hearing. 



A student may be temporarily reinoved from the campus by the President 
or his designated representative In cases In which a kudent's physical 
or emotional safety Is of concern, when the safety off persons or of 
property Is threatened or when the orderly progression of the educational 
objective 1s jeopardized. j 

This temporary removal will be followed by a fulT and fair heading with- 
in one week of the removal. . !

Students 
placed on a Disciplinaicy Probation are, not eligible to 
hold student offices or officially represent the 
college,' During the specified probationary period 
the student's improvement will be closely monitored 
and continued unsatisfactory performanbe will be 
considered basis for suspension or dismissal. 

4. Suspension - This action is for. a minimum of one full 
semester and a student may request to b^ readmitted 
after that time. 

5. Dismissal - This action constitutes permanent action 
against the student and prevents future enrollment; 
This action is recorded on the student's official 
transcript and is used only when previous efforts 
and actions have failed. 



B. PROCEDURAL DUE. PROCESS 



1. A student who allegedly fails tO meet the established 
standards of conduct will be notified in writing of the 
regulatlon(s) he is accused of infringing and of his 



rights of due process. If he does not choose to 
dispute the facts presented, he will be offered 
the opportunity to amend his behavior, or make 
reparation, and accept informal disposition rather 
than enter into disciplinary proceeding, 
Z. A student entering into a disciplinary proceeding . 
will be informed, in writing, of charges against* 
himj with sufficient particularity and in suffi- 
cient time to assure him opportunity to prepare an 
adequate defense. 

3. A student charged with a violation of regulation 
has the right to choose whether to be assisted in 
his defense by a legal counsej-or other adviser of 

' his choice, from within or without the institution* 

4. The accused student may choosV whether his case will 
be. heard by the Student Court or Dean of Students. 
The Student Court will be selected according to the. 
established procedures. (See Student Senate 
Constitution Article). 

5. The hearing will be pniVate unless the accused 
student requests a public hearirfg. 

6. The accused student tias . the right to confront his 
accusor in a full and fair hearing, to cross-examine 
his accusor, and to present evidence and testimony 
to discredit or disprove the accusoV^'s testimony. 

7. The student is presumed d^nnocent until proven guilty. 
No finding of guilt will -be made without a confession 
and/or the testimony of the accusor. 

8. A student requested to appear before the Student 
Court may refrain from doing so without orejudice 
(without creating a presumption of guilt). 

9. A written notice' of the decision rendered on the ' , 
grounds on which it was made will be provided the 
accused student. 

10. The student may appeal any decision of the Student 
Court or Dean of Students to the President of, the 
College. The student must request the appeal within 

• five working days of his notice of the decision. 

11. No greater punishment can be given after appeal than 
was' given by the Dean of Students or the Student 
Court in the original hearing. 

12. The student may appeal the decision of the court ot 
Dean of Students to the Board of Regents, and may 
carry a further appeal to the courts. 




• The PresWent of the Col»lege: 

The President is the office, of final appeal as executive officer, of 
the BoaN of* Regents. The President hears appeals from the Student 
Court decisions', and the D^an of Students decisions. The President 
will review and approve allrsusjaensiori and dismissal cases. 

The Dean of Students: 

The Dean of Students -fls the college disciplinary officer. He may not 
act as a prosecutor, but will assign an individual to act as prose- 
cutor in all. Student Court hearings. Major disciplinary actions such 

x^s disciplinary probation, suspension, and dismissal are referred to 
th^Student Court for a hearing, unless the student requests in- 

'writing that the Dean of ^Students sit in judgment of him. 

The Student Court: ,^ . * \ 

The. court ,\conipo'^ed of two faculty members and t^ree student^, is th^ 
major disciplinary recommending agency of the college. Members are 
appointed by the President's advisory council of the college aijd the 
Student Senate. 'The Dean of Students will delegate a person to act 
as prosecutor of cases. ' 

The Student Court has two distinct and separate functions with reference 
to disciplinary proceedtnqs. The first function is to determine. the 
quilt or innocence of the accused by examining all relevant evidence 
and listeninn to testimony and arauments for both sides in an advisory 
type proceeding. The second function comes only after a finding of 
guilt, or a guilty pl6a. This function is to detennine the appropriate 
disciplinary action. The court will hear any evidence presented in 
mitiqation or explaination of the improper conduct as well as any other 
evidence the court determines is relevant., (i.e. qrades, record, etc*.). 
The Student Court may recommend any penalty, presented In the definition 
section of the Students riqhts section. The court also hears proposals 
from the Student Senate. •
